Tmc TRADE DOLLAR—The Dirocloi of 


be Mint devotes a considerable portion of 


IB forthcoming annual report to the subject 
f the trade dollar, lie states that where- 


ever they bave been introduced in China 
her have met with a favorable reception, 
and continue to .grow In estimation. He 
considers It a satisfactorily established fact 


bat the trade dollar baa proved beneficial to 
he Chinese, to the American merchants, 
nd to the producer of silver. Since their 
coinage waa authorized, 35,059,360 trade dcl- 
ars have been coined, and 25,703,050 have 
been exported, leaving a balance of 10,255,- 


10, some of which the Chinese have taken 
wmc. It Is estimated that during tbo past 
five yean 6,000,000 have thus been disposed 
of. Fire and a-qiiarter millions arc held by 


'aliforula bankers and in circulation as 


money, except $106,000, which amount has 
been melted as bullion at the mints. The 
irincipal portion of trade dollars now in cir- 
culation were coined since they were de- 
irived of their limited legal-tender quality, 
and they were manufactured for depositors 
with the understanding that they were to 
K exported and not placed in domes! ic cir- 
culation. It was also understood that they 
bad been deprived of their limited legal-ten- 
der character (to the extent of five dollars) 
by the act of July 22,1876. The govern- 
ment having received nothing whatever for 
executing these coins, except tbo actual ex- 
pense of coinage, Is in no degree responsible 
Tor their redemption, and to give them a 
legal-tender character would result In bring- 
ing back large amounts from other coun- 
tries. The Secietary of the Tieasuiy pos 
scsses the power under existing laws to re- 
strict this coinage to the actual export de 
maud.
